Gods jpiritas with a loaditone, and wee anointed with that 

lacred ynftion, of which the Apottle * faith, that it 15 Helre, * 1.7ok.z 20

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then by the force, and divine vertue, and vigour thereof, both 
our (clues, our wils and actions are conuerred and tnrned to 
wards God,and toward heauen , and bend to Chrilt Iefus, as 
to the onely Cynoſwre, and that celcſtiall pole whereby we are 
direted inthis our ſhort, but very troubleſome and tempeſtu- 
ous paſiage, till we arrine at our laſt and beſt haucen in Gods 
kingdome and in heauen. 

All which God mot cleerely exprefleth to be his owne 
worke, and in no part ours, Ezck.36.* A newheart will I giue 
you, anda new {pirit will I pat within you,and 1 will take away 
your ſtonic heart , and I will give you an heart of fleſh, and I 
will cauſe you to walke in my ſtatutes, to keepe my iudge- 
ments, and to doe them. The giving of a new jpirit coquick- 
en, ofa new heart to will and deſire, the changing of ourſto- 
nie, and as S. * Auſten cals them, inflexible hearts into pliable 
and teachable hearts of fleſh , the making of vs to walke in his 
farutes, and to do them, all this God challengeth whollyto 
himſclfe alone, leauing nothing in this whole worke for vs,but 
only thatexcellent conteilion ot S. Cyprian,fo often commen- 
ded by S. Auiten* , Innullo gloriandum eft,quia mbil eftl noſtrum, 
we muſt boaſt our lelues ot nothing , becauſe nothing is our 
owne, but all is the gift and worke ot God. 

As for the maner of this working of God in our hearts, 


. though I may not inrhis ſtraitnefle of time at large ſtaic to vn- 


foldeit,yer ſuff:r me1n this place eſpecially,though bur in few 
words to touch the ſame, the 5s vormd hereon in my opi- 
nion depends the very point, and maine iflue of the whole 
controverfierwixt vs and them. For it is moſt imturiovus ro the 
grace of Gcd which they teach, that in our conuerſion Gods 
grace is onely excitans gratia, as if by it we were only awakened 
out of ſome lumber or {leepe in line. The efhcacy of which 
grace conliſts, as they ſuppoſe, in thoſe motions, induce- 
ments, and ſuggeſtions, which God propoſcth to our vnder- 
ſtanding , that our reaſon being ecnlightned and enformed 
thereby, our will of it ſcIfe withoot any further agencie or ſpe- 
ciall worke of God may at his owne choice freely yeeld, or de- 
nie aſſent thereto, This Bellarmine at large declareth in his

I will heere omic what before out ofthe Scripture is decla- 

red, that Gods grace in our conuerſion is not onely an exci- 

tant, but a viu:ficant grace, whereby we are not wakened, but 

reuiued and quickned,as the Apoſtle ſaith, from the death of 

fnne3 as allo that itis not onely analluring or perſwading, bur 

an attracting, and orawing grace, as both Chriſt himſelte wit- 

nefleth*, None can come to meexceptthe father draw him, s1gh.s 44. 
and his Church acknowledgeth *, Draw me, and wewilirun *Caar.1.;, 
atter thee. Of which drawing S. /crome truely obſerves, hand- 

ling thoſe words of our Sauiour in his 3. booke aduer/us Pela- 
£1awor, frangit ſuperbientem arbitry libertatem , this doth ouer- 

chrow the arrogant treedome of our wil : for he that is drawen 

comes not of his owne will, /ed aut retrefFans + tardus , aut in- 

wit adducitar , but either with trugling or vawithngly is hee 

brought vnto Chriſt, 

But to oinit theſe, S. Auſten is moſtclecreand pregnant in 

refuting theſe new Romiſh , but in verie deed old Pelagian 

fancies. In his firſt booke againſt Pe/ag. and Celeft. 10, chap, 

he firlt ſhewes how Pelagias with thele very anſwers of Belluy- 

wine, ſhitted off that teftimony of S.Paul. Iris God that work- 

eth in vsto will, he wocks it, ſaid Pelagrws , when by revealing 


wifſedome in defiderixm Det finpentems [u/citat voluntatem , he 
awakens 
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awakens and itirres vp our ſtupid will ro thedefire of God, 
oy when he enflames vs with propoling the promiles of future 
VE. glory & rewards, and when he doth /xadcre omne V9»4, aduile 
and counſell vs vntoall goodneſſe. Thus laid Pelagius, Sed nos 
cam pgratiam nolumu, fauth S. Auſten , but this 1s not that grace 
which the Scripturc, & which we do teach, tor it is not enough 
that the promiles be propoſed, vnleflethey be beleeued, nor 
that wiſedome be reucaled,vnleflc it be loucd , vec /nadetwr [0- 
lum omne quod benum eſt , verum & perſuadetrr, neither doth 
Gods grace in our conucrfion onely counſell and perſwade vs 
vnto good, but it makesa man effectually to yeeld vnto Gods 
motions and perſwations: and inthe 24. chap. ſpeaking of 
this very worke of God, which is as he there ſaith, inward and 
hidden, he addes, mirabili ac meffabils poteFtate operatur Dems 
m cordebus hommum, non ſolum veras rewelationes, ſed etiam bonas 
voluntates, that God by a wondertull and inetffable power, 
(which muſt needs be more then any peiſwaflion)) doth worke 
in mens mindes not onely true Reuelations (which is wrought 
vpon the reaſon) but good aftections and delices, which is 
wrought immediately vpon the will, The very ſame doth he 
againe teach in his 107. epilt. where purpoſely he refutes YVita- 
{z for ſaying, that to conſent to Gods calling or his Goſpell 
was not any ſpeciall gift of God, butan att flowing from the 
treedome of our will, when our vnderitanding isenlightned 
by the dotrine of God. Asalio in his booke de fpir.c> ir. 2 
chap. where hauing declared how God vieth theſe cit 
ons vnto vs, whether externall in his word preached,or inter- 
nallin the earcs of our hearts ( which in the Scripture * are fit- 
 \t1tt.22, ly termed the vocation and calling , or the knocking of God 
14. at our hearts) he truely faith, that to conſent or ditlent is an 
Apoc.3.29. at indeed of our will , but this that we doe conlent is the gift 
and worke of Godin ourhearts, which worke he elſewhere 
moreelpecially declares, to conlilt not onely in letting thoſe 
obiects before our minde or will, bur prebendo * voluntati wi 
k 11.4: 214, res efficarr/ſimas , 11 giving molt etteQuall ttrength vnro the 
4av.2r0..4.15. will to attc& and to defirc the ſame , and making a man not 
oncly to jeethe tructh , but ro lone it alſo , which ariſeth as 
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he ſaith, not from the freedome of our will, but from the ſpi- 


rit of God which is giuen vato vs, And afterwards ® hee » Caþ.34 


moues (as he well termes it) a profound , but a verie notable 
aeſtion to this purpofe, how it comes to paſle that when 
God vieth the ſame or the like perſwaſions and ſuggeſtions to 
two me,vni ita [uadeutur wt perſnadeatur,the ons is etteCtually 
perſwaded,& not the other : did mans conuerſion depend on 
mans owne will? he might molt cafily haue anfwered this que- 
tion, becauſe the one by the freedome of his will afſented vn- 
tro Gods motions , and the other by thelike freedome of his 
will difſented there from, or elle becauſe to the one , the per- 
ſwaſions and ſuggeſtions were congruousand fitting, and not 
vnto the other. Bur S. Auſten knowing right well, that it 
might iuttly & no doubt would againe be rephed,what ſhould 
worke the congruitie of the ones will ynto Gods perſwaſions, 
and nor of the other ? which he ſaw could bereterred to no 
other cauſe but onely to thegrace of God given to the one, 
and not giuen tothe other , therefore he tels vs, that hee can 
giueno other aniwer to that queſtion, but that of the Apollle, 
* O altitudo, Othe depth of Gods indgements ! who of his «rp 
mercy giues his grace, and thereby makes the one willing to ; z, 
turne to God, and lo hee isett<Ctually periwaded, andin his 
juitice wizhholdes that grace from the other, and ſohere- 
mains ſtil vnwilling & vnperſwaded.In which anſwer,as being 
molt (uſhcient,S. Aulten fo fully reſts himſelfe, that he addes 
this concluſion, liany deſire a better anſwer, querat dotroves, 
let him {ceke to thole that are more learned , bur take heed he 
finde not thoſe thatare more preſumptuous. 
Thus we lcethat there is a turther working of Gods grace 
on our wils , behides that iNlumination & pertwafion which is 
wrought en our v:deritanding : for though it be molt true 
which both Philoſophers and the Schoolemen teach, thatthe 
will doth euer tollow the lait in{gement and conclufon of 
our practike reaſon, yet becauſe (which is moit ſpecially to be 
obſerued inthis point) euen this laſt iudgement of ourreaſon 
is ſubiet tothe power & arbitrement ot our will, that ſo ha- 
uimg had a melt pregnant and 3 a and concluſion pro- 
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poſed vnto it , yet ofitowne freedome and Iibertie by a cer- 
tic connuence may auert, and turne it telte from that, and 
— or looke onely at another , though tarre weorle and 
caker conclution, and by this attendance make thisto be the 
wy determina:ion ot reaton: theretore lett our will , which ot 
I ieltegeuer molt ready to turne away from Ged, and trom 
all his perfwaſions bee rhey never {o forcible, ſhould at the

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.,, Chrifls meſſerger S. Peter ſaid © to theother , Miaideariſe, 
Ang to omirimnamelke examples, what power or freedome 
of vil! had citherthic 1mporent and palſic man thar was carried 
by others,co Rand vp ; orS. Peter himiclſe to come out of He-

ſon? Indeed tor amortall man whoſe words arc onely fignth- 
catiuc, or tor any creature whaiſocver by his owne avthoritie 
to hatie commanded or exhotred any of thete in thts fort, had 
beene meerc lolly and madnefie ; but for Chnit letus and al- 
might God, whole words as the Prophet * ſhewes, are not 
onely fhanificatiue, but operatine, d:vrr 5 faa /nnt, & whoſe 
ſvirit eftecterh what his words betokeneth , for him thr's to 
command, is ſo farte from being any token of folly , that it 19 
in tructh a moſt vndoubted a1gument of his omnipotemt Ma- 
ieſtie, and of his infinite power. And this God himſclte de- 
clares in that moſt liuely type and hgure of our regeneration, 
Feech.:7 * . What aridiculous matter mightit ſeeme forthe 
Prophet:o command and exhort the dead bones to come t0+ 
gether © yet when the Prophet at Gods commanderrent, and 
trom God prophecied vntothem, and (aid ; O dric bones 
heare the word o! the Lord, the bones came together bone 
vato bone, and as he continued prophetying, the ſinewes and 
the ticth grew vpon the bones, and the skinne conered the 
fcth. And when he againe j ropheſied vnto the winde ard 
breath, ſaying, Come t:om the foure windes O breath and 
breach vpon theſe, the breath came into thein, and they Rood 
vp, and were huing men.

Whiercforeto end this argument, wherein by reaſon partli

God of peace. } Thetitle whichthe Apoſtle giues ro God is 
not light!yto be ouerpalled , in that he heerecalles him rhe 
very Goa of peace. Andthough many reaſons myght be alled- 
ged why God 1s lo called, yet tor our preſent purpoſe I will 
propoſe but one, which is to pur vs all in minde of that Ch:t- 
itian charitie , peace and concord which onghtto be among 
all Gods children, ſceing this God, who is God and father vn- 
to vsall,is the God of vniite and lone; and as the ApoRle 
heere ac{cribeth him, The very God of peace. 

And truely whether it bcto teach vs the peceſlinie of this 
leſſon, or to ſignific our dulnufle and frowardneffe in learning 
and practtifing thercot, or for ſome o:her realon, I cannot tell, 
but 1 verily ſuppoſe that neither any one doCtiine 15 more ot- 
tcn vrged in the whole Scripture, then 1s this Eoftrine of cha- 
ritie, nor any one finne niore often and more carneltly reproc=

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knowledge and crees of life { which are the beſt , nay che one- 

ly timber wherewith to builde the temple and fanEtiary of 
God)mult lv ſucceli;uely grow 1n theſe gardens, thatit may 

cuer truely be ſaid of tem, aunt # ” 110 100 defiert alien auren, © FG 
And [prav God to bletle and multiplie ſuch bleficd plants in” © 
all your Colleges. Butit inſteed hecreot there ſhould be nou- 
riſhed in theie places thoſe venemous and deadly weedes, 
which Moles cals the roots of gail and wormewoud, which are 
the very bane and poiſon not onely ot mens ſtudies, but of 
mens mindes and maners, what other truire may be expected, 
then that which God laid © as a curie vpon the earth : Thorns * 
and thilties(hall it bring toorthcor as the Poet *  expreficth 1 It, 
Pro molltw1zla , pro prerpures narciſlo Caraut, & [hanes /mrget 
palinris acurts, Infelix lolium, &F ſtertles dominantur ancng, 
Take hced thertore, I betcech you,there be no roots of g gall or 
wormewood it your hearts, Or ainong you. 

Let me againe ſay vnto you as S. Iames ” doth , Who is a* 1: 3- 
wite man, and indued with knowledge among you? Let him ** 
ſhew foorth his workes in meckeneſſe 0f wiſcdome. Burt if yee 
have bitter enuying and {trite in your hearts, reioice not, nei- 
ther be lyars againſt the trueth : I his wiſcdome deſcendeth 
not trom aboue, but ir is earthly, fenivall, and divelliſh , for 
where is enuying and ttrite, there is {edition, and all maner of 
euill works ; buttche witedome that is from aboue 1s firſt pure, 
and then peaccable, gentle, ealic to be entreated,and the fruit 
ot righrcouinefle 15 fowen in peace of them that make peace. 

When the itritc began betwixt Abraham and Lot, the 
Scripture | notes 1tas alpeciall memorandum, Ana cheremere iGen.14

thren ; brethren not ſo much by bloud , as by Religion to be 
linckt together, as S. Auſten * oblſerverh. 

It was a diuell:ſh precept oft Machiavell ©, and moſt cun- 
ningly enery where practiſed by the Tetuits, as their owne pro- 
teſflors © oblerue and witne!le, but derived hrit trom the low- 
elt pit of hell, Dz»:de + m;pera. Farre be it from any of Chritts 
diſciples to learne ſich lefions, or from fo Antichrifttian teach + 
ers. much rather letvs oppoſe hereto that vndoubted maxime 
of our Saujour * who is tructhitſelte, Euery kingdome divi- 


ded acaintt it ſelte ſhall be brought ronought, and ecuerie cite 


or houſe diuided againſt itfelte (hall not ftand ; or that wile 
counſell of Caſclins a Lawyer, mentioned in Macrobius ”, 
VVho being asked by a Merchant how his partner and hee 
ſhould diuiderhcir ſhippe berweene them, antwered, Vanem, 
ſ3 amaid;s, perdts 3 riec tuuliam, nec ſocun babeburs : yee all laile in 
one ſhippe, diuideand cut this ſhip aſunder, you ſpoile it, if 
not with it your ſelues. Or if there be any that wiſh or ſeeke a 
rent and diuition thereof, let luch remember, that ſhe was not 
the true and naturall mother which ſaide, * Letit be neither 
thine nor mine, but diuide it , but ſhe onely who was content 
ic ſhould be whole, though it were with the certaine lolle of 
her owne tender and molt deare infant. And we mutt ſofter as 
S.Aulten *wiſely oblerues, I»fantile corpre a fal/a matre nutrir; 
potins , quam conciat : rather the wrong mother tonutſe the 
ch:1de, then itbeing diuided chem doth to loſer, 

I will end this my exhortation vnro you with thoſe words 
of the Prophet, * What mans he that would live and taine ſee 
god daics? keepe thy toong from cull , and thy hppes that 
they ſpzake no guile, e{chew euiil, and doc good, ſecke peace, 
and follow after it. 

Now as charite 1s moſt acceptable, and like the ointment of 
Aaron * pleaſing vnto God, ſodoethe Scriptures in infinite 
places witnetic how much God hacteth and deteſtcth the want 


of 
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of charity;yet out of that maine Ocean Iwill but take onedrop or 
two. Inthe 1. of Amos God threatneth to breake the bars of Da- 
maſcrs,and lend a firejnto the houſe of Hazael, and denour the 
palaces of Benhadad; and why © becauſe they were not ſatisfied 
with the ouerthrow of the Gileadites theirenemies, bur further 
without all compali.on to wieake their wrath vpon them , they 
threſhed Gi/ead and that with threſhing tnftruments of iron. Like- 
wiſeinthelccond chap. * God threatens to deſtroy the Moabites, 
and that they ſhall die with ſhouting, & with the ſound of a trum- 
pet , becaule they were not contented onely to ſpoile the Edo- 
mites, though they were nor theirs onely, but Gods enemies, 
but to ſatisfe their rage and malice, they burnt the bones of the 
king of Edom intolime, This is that which God 'ſo earneſtly re- 
prooues inthe Edomires, inthe prophelie of Obadiah *, & threa- 
tens for this caule'to cutthem oft for ever. Thou ſhouldeſt not 
haue beholden the day of thy brotner when he was made a ſtran- 
ger,thou ſhouldeſt not haue reioiced in the day oftheir dMruQi- 
on, nor haue ſpoken proudly in the day of affliftion, neither 
ſhouldit thou haue looked on their affliction in the day of their 
deſtruCtion;bur as thou halt done, it thall be done to theethy re- 
ward ſhall be vpon thine owne head. 

I might adde heereto a turther judgement of God, mentioned 
in the Apoſtle, > Wholoeuer hateth his brother isa mantlayer, & 
yce know that no manllayer hath eternalil lite abiding in him. But 
hauing ſpoken thus much concerning tha: brotherly charitic and 
peace which wee ought to haue one towards another, I wovld 
gladly adde ſomewhat of that peace, which we all iointly owe vn- 
to the Church of God. ; 

Of this peace the prophet Dawdlaith *, O pray for the peace 
of Ieruſalem,they ſhall proſper that loue thee,Peace be within thy 
wals. Ofthis the Apoſtle taith*, I beleech you marke them dili- 
gently which cauſe diuihon and oftences contrary ro the doQtiine 
which yee haue received, and auoid them, torthey that are ſuch 
{crue not the Lord Iclus , for * God is northe authonr of diuifG+ 
on,but of peace in all cnurcnes. 

Of this D:ony/5us thar ancient Biſhop excellently writ to Nowe- 
tw, when hee began his (chime, as you may ſce in his epiſtle fer 
downe by Ewſcb1x« in his 6.booke _ 44. chap. lt you _— 
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have gone vnwillingly(as you pretend) trom the Church, ſhew ic 
by your voluntary and willing returning to the Church a_ 
Oportebat quidens mill non ferre ne eccleſia Det ſcinderes,you lhould 
have borne with whatſoever, ra:ker then have made a rent in the 
Church of God.1t is a more glorions martyrdome to lutter for a- 
voiding a ſchiſme, then for auoiting the linne ot Idolatry, Inthe 
one you lutfer martyrdome but for oneſoule, in the other you 
{ufter tor the whole Church ct God. Thus ſaid Don. Ot this 
Gregorie Nazranzen was lo ſtudious and zealous, that when the 
Church at Con/?antmople began to be diuided, as he luppolſed by 
occaſion that he poſſelled that ſea, he openly ſaid, and his ſpeech 
was much more commendable then k1s tact, Sr propter me 1ſta tem- 
peſtas, If this ſtirre and rempeit be tor my ſake, take me,& caft me 
into the ſea,that the ſtlorme may cealc,and the Church may enioy 
her calme,as Kajfinu reportsin his 2. booke & 9.chap. Tothis S, 
Cyprian at large perſwaded in his booke de wwrtare eccleſre : Letno 
man tHMke, taith he,thatche good will depart fromthe Church 
Trincum non rapit ventus, (ed paleas - It 15 not wheate but chafte 
which the winde blowes away. Tholec can neuer abide in God, 
that will not abide in the vnitie of the Thurch of God. Though 
ſuch giue their bodies ro be burned , or to be deuoured of wilde 
beaſts, Now eſt iila corona files ſed pena perfidie, That is no crowne 
of their faith , bura puniſhment for their perfidiouineſle : Occrds 
tals poteft.coronari non poteſt:; A man may happily be killed, but ne- 
wer crowned in a ſchiſme. Ofthis Afar rranus, though no good 
biſhop, moſt paſſionately (aid, when Sabbatiu whom he had for- 
merly ordained Preſbyter, began to make arumvlt and diuifion in 
the Church, lr farm frriſſet, It had beene much better, and I 
wiſh rather ] had laid my hands vpon thornes thentmpoled them 
vpon the head of this troubleſome Sabbatim as Socrares relates in 
his 5.booke and 20.chap. For preſeruing this peace Peo/ycayp and 
other ancient biſhops were io carefull , that though they dittered 
in1udgement about ſome rites and ſmaller matters, yerneuer tor 
that cavſc would they breake the vnitic of the Church, or make a 
ſeparation one from another,as cb: declares in his 5 . booke 
and 2;.chap. Frinolum enm + quidem merit indicarunt conſuetudi- 
nu grarta a ſe FPTA1L-L, ſcnregars eos, Quitmpreciptuu relig1oms Capitt- 
bu: cenſcntiront,laith Zozomenin his 7,booke,and 19.chap ſpcak- 
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ing of Polycarp and YV:Hor, They indged it friaolous and childiſh, 

and indeed not without cauſe, to dilagree and make a ſeparation 

for cultomes & ceremonies, when they did agree in the ſubſtance 

& chiefe points of Religion. For this S.Auſten ſo earneſtly pleads 
(belides many other places) thorowout his whole 7. bookes, De 
Bapteſmo contra D11140ttas, that I fuppole thediligent peruſall of 
thoſe bookes would eafily perlwadea manthat 1s nor roo much 

lcd with a partiall or (gyte conceit,to do mnch, and co ſuffer much 
more for the vnitie and pcace ot the Church ; of which hee thus 

| faith, Ommiabono pace & vniratu efſe releranda, Thatall things i , ,; 5 rad 
muſt be borne with for peace & vnities ſake ; & cauſe him cuerro 
ſhun yea detelt arent or ichitme in the church:of which he againe 
faith, and prooves it in his 2.booke and 8.chap. That the finne of 
ſchiſme is more hainous,then is the fin of Idolatry: and more per- 
emptonly in his 1. booke contra epift. Parmen. 4. chap.ſacrilegiums 


[chiſmatu omnt «/c:lera [np:rgredunr,there 15 no (11, no ſacriledge, 


nor robbery ſo great, as 15 this, torob Gods Chuch of her vnitie 
and peace. 

But becauſe I haften to ſay ſomwhat of the other points which 
remaine, I will not go forward in his fo large and ſpatiousa held, 
bur conclude this whole point of peace, partly with thoſe words 
of our Sautour, © Hae ſalt in your /elucs, and bane peace one towards =M:rk.g.50. 
another, partly with the words ofthe Apoltie *, Finally brethren * ».Cor.:3. 
fare yee well,be of one mind, & liue in peacc,and the God of loue *'+ 
and peacc ſhall be with you. Andthis be ſpoken of thetitle thar 
is here giuen to God, that he 1s called, The very God of peace. 

Saxctifie you throughout, that your whole ſþir1t and ſoule and bodie 
may be k-pr blameleſſe ] Ihe manerot our ſanQtification (which 
was the third generall point I propoled)1is heere ſet downe, which 
is, that it muſt be torall,and intice, that both our vnderfſtanding & 
realon, which 1s meant by the ſpiritz and our will and affeions , 
which are meant by the ſoulc;and our externall and outward aRi- 
ons, which are meant by the body , may all be holy, and fo wee 
whollic lanctified inthe ſight oft God. By which integricie of fan- 
Atitication, the Apoltle meanes nor any ſuch perfection of fan- 
tinc as 15 voideot alifinne ; tor the Scripture euerie where doth 
wirnellg , that no ſuch ſanttitic is to be expetted or hoped for, 
while we carry aboutthcle bodics of linne. Ihe Apoſtles confefſe 
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plainly of themiſelues, and ſuch as arc molt righteous in this lifez

lefſe where the true loue of God and Chriſt isin a mans heart ,it 
will enen conſtraine him to his duty,and to obedience vnto God,

nicious and peſtilent herelie,, being hiclt Sroched by thar arch-he 
retike Simon Magus, as Irenedeclarcs in his tirft booke , and 20. 
chap. was afterwards embraced and maintained by the Eunom1- pe 
ans, who taught, as S. Auſten ſhewes in his 54. hereſie, Ad quod 
v#/t.thatifa man did beleene their dotrine, it skilled not how 
he lived, neither how many ſinnes hee committed, nor howlong 
hee perſcuered therein. To which herefie when ſome in S, Au- 
ſens own time inclined, he purpoſely writ againſt rhem his book 
De fide & operibus; the ſumme and eftect wherot, is the very ſame 
which S.Iames in his epiitle moſt efteRually vrgeth, Whar * avai- *1-m ca.2, 
leth it my brethren though a man ſay he hath faith when he hath *+©** 
no works © Can ſucha faith ſauce him?

and ſinewes of my former picty are dead, quite decated and

finne3 as alſo that iris not onely analluring or perſwading, but 
an attraCting, and drawing grace, as both Chriſt himſelte wit- 
neſſeth*, None cancome to meexceptthe father draw him, «oþ.s.44, 
and his Church acknowledgerh *, Draw me, and we willrun bCant. 1,3. 
after thee. Of which drawing S. /crome truely obſerves, hand- 
ling thoſe words of our Sauijourin his 3. booke aduerſus Pela- 
giauor, frangit ſuperbientem arbitry tbertatem,, this doth ouer- 
throw the arrogant freedome of our wil ; for he that is drawen 
comes not of his owne will, /ed aut retreftans & tardis , ant in. 
nu adducitur , but enthuyith frogling or vawillingly is hee 
brought vnto Chriſt, 

But to oinit theſe, 4 Auſten I>noſt clecreand pregnant in ; 
refuting theſe new Romiſh,, but in ««;je deed old Pelagian Wo 
fancies. In his firſt booke againſt Pel#ganq Cele. 10, ch ap. 
he firſt ſhewes how Pelagize with thele very wjjyerg of Bellars 
wine, ſhifted off that teftimony of S.Pavl. Itis 4 char work: 
eth invsto will 5 he works it, {aid Pelagues , when, revealing % 
wiſedome in deſiderixm Pei fireperiem ſuſcitat a , be 
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awakens and ſtirres vp our ſtvpid will to thedefire of God, 
when he enflames vs with propoſing the promiſes of future , 
glory & rewards, and when he doth ſzadere ome boris, aduile 
and counſell vs yatoall goodnefſe. Thus faid Pelagius, Sed nos 
ear gratiam nolumus, faith S. Auſten , but this is not that grace 
which the Scriptare, & which we do teach, for iris notenough 
thatthe promiſes be propoſed, vnleflethey be beleened, nor 
that wiſedome be revealed,vnlefſcit beloucd , vec /naderny ſo- 
lzum onme quod bonum eft , verum' &- perſnadetar, neither doth 
Gods grace in our conuerſion onely counſell and perſwade vs 
ynto good, but it makesa man effeQtually to yeeld vnto Gods 
motions and perſwafions: and in the 24. chap, ſpeaking of 
this very worke of God, which is as he there ſaith, inward and 
hidden, he addes, mmrab:li ac ineffabili-poreftate operatnr Deus 
m cordibus hominum, non ſolkam vera renclationes, ſed etiambonas 
voluntates, that God by a wonderfull and ineffable power, 
(which muſt needs be more thenanyperſwafion)) doth worke 
in mens mindesnotonely trueReuclations (which is wrought 
vpon the reaſon) but good affeRions and deſires, which is 
wrought immediately vpon the will, The very ſame doth he 
againe teach in his 107. epilt. wherepurpoſely he refures Yita- 
lu for ſaying, that to conſent to Gods calling or his Goſpell 
was not any ſpeciall gift of God, :butan at flowing from rhe 
freedomeof our will, when our vnderſtanding isenlightned 
by the doRrine of God. Asalſo in his bool e ir. lit.24. 
chap. where having declared how God vſeth theſe perſwaſt- 
ons vnto vs, whetherexternall in his word preached,or inter. 
nallin the cares of ovr hearts'( which i» che Scripture * are fit- 
ly rermed the vocation and calling} or the knocking of God 
at our hearts) he truely faith , -2at to conſent. or. dillent is an 
a& indeed of our will , by-«1 that we doe conſent is the gift 
and worke of Godin -vr hearts, which worke he elſewhere 
moreeſpecially de-#7©s, to conſilt notonely in ſerting thoſe 
obie&s before 47 Minde or will, bur prebendo * woluntativi-

moues (as he well termes it) a profound, but a verie notable *** 
ueſtion to this purpoſe, how it comes to paſle that when 
God vſeth the ſameor the like perſwafions and ſuggeſtions to 
two mE,vniita ſnadcatrr wt perſnadeatur,the one is effeually 
perſwaded,&:not the other : did mans conuerſion depend on 
mans owne will? he might moſt cafily haue anſwered this que- 
ſtion, becauſe the one by the freedome ofhis will aſſented vn- 
to Gods motions, and the other by thelike freedome of his 
will diſſented there from, or elſe becauſe to the one, the per- 
ſwaſions and ſuggeſtions were congruousand fitting, and not . 
vnto. the other. -But S. Auſten knowing right well, that ir 
might juſtly & no doubt would againe bereplied,what ſhould 
worke the congruitie of the ones will ynto Gods perſwaſions, 
and nor of the other ? which he ſaw could bereferred to no 
other cauſe butonely rothegrace of God giuen to the one, 
and nor giuentotheorher , therefore he tels vs, thathee can 
gine no other antwer to that queſtion, butthar of the Apoſtle, 
" Oaltitudo, Othedepth of Gods iudgements ! who of his «gm. 
mercy gives his grace, and thereby makes the ouc willing to ; z. 
turne to God, and ſd hee iseffetually perſwaded , andin his 
juſtice withholdes that grace from the other, and ſohere- 
mains ſtil vnwilling & vnperſwaded.In which anſwer,as being 
moſt ſufficient,S. Auſten ſo fully reſts himſelfe, that he addes 
this concluſion, Ifany deſire a better anſwer, querat deitiores, 
let him ſceketothoſe thatare morelearned , but take heed he 
finde notthoſethatare more preſumptuous. 
Thos we ſcethar there js a further' working of Gods grace 
on ourwils , bcfides that illumination & pertwaſion which is 
wrought on our vnderitanding : for though ic be moſt true 
which both Philoſophers.and the Schoolemen teach, thatthe 
will doth euer. follow the laſt indgement and concluſion of 
our pradtikereaſon, yet becauſe (which is moſt ſpecially robe 
obſerved in this point) even this laſt judgement of ourreafon 
is ſubie& to the power & arbitrement of our will, that ſo ha- 
uing had a moſt pregnant and fit reaſon and concluſion pro-

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poſed vntoit , yet:ofirowne freedome and libertie by a cer- 
raine connivence may auert, and turne it ſelfe from thar, and

Peter himſelfe to come out of He- 
rods priſon wherein he was faſt lockt, and fettered with iron 
f Mark. 2.11. chaines 3 when Chriſt commanded * the oneto ariſe, and take 
| vp his bed, and walke , andthe Angell from Chriſt comman- 
t AQ.12.7.8. ded *the other toariſe quickly, and tollow him out of the pri- 
ſon? Indeed for amortall man whoſe words are onely fignifi- 
catiue, or for any creature whatſoeuer by his owne authoritic

men, yet in thoſe whom God effeRually callerh , happily at 

the fictt Sermon or exhortation, it brings bone vnto bone, & 

at a ſecond Sermon or exhortation,it brings ficth and ſinewes 

vpon the bones ; and as Ezechiel with others the ſeruants of 
od continue their propheſyingand preaching , at laſt euen 

thoſe dead and drie bones become not onely living ſoules,

Wherefore to end this argument, wherein by reaſon partlie 
of the obſcuritie, and partly of the varietie of the matter, I 
haue ſtood longer then 1 firit intended,I conclude this whole 
point wich that ſhort ſentence of S. Auſtenin his 3. booke De 
tib.arb.16,.chap. Deus & wvelle precepit, & poſſe prebuit , & non 
impune nolle permifit: God commands all mento be willing, he 
giues vnto ſome his grace to beable, he permits othersto re- 
maine vnwilling , but never withall to remaine vnpuniſhed. 
And this be ſpoken of the authorof our ſanCtification, which 
is God,of whom the Apoltle heere defies this ſanRity when 
he praied, God /aultifie you. 

God of peace.) Thetitle which the Apoltle giues to God is 
not lightly to be ouerpalled , in that he heere calles him the 
very God of peace. Andthough many reaſons might be alled- 
ved why God is ſocalled, yet for our preſent purpoſe I will 
propoſe but one, which is to put vs all in minde of that Chtj- 
{tian charitie , peace and concord which ought to be among 
all Gods children, ſeeing this God,who is God and father vn- 
to vsall,is the God of vaitic and. loue ; andas the Apoflle 
heere deſcribeth him, The very God of peace. 

And.truely whether ic beto teach vs the veceſſitie of this 
leflon, or to fignifie our dulnefſe and frowardnefle in learning 
and praQtifing thereof, or for ſome other reaſon, I cannot tell, 
but Iverily ſuppoſe that neithcrany one doQtrine is more of- 
ten vrged in the whole Scripture, then is this doQtrine ofcha- 
ritie, nor any one finne more often.and more carneſtly reproo- 
ved therein, then is the want of charitie. Our Sauijour tels ® vs * Mar.22.39. 
that of the two great commandements whercon depends the-

two. Inthe 1. *of Amo: God threatnet 19 breake the bars of Da» a y., , x. 
maſers,and ſend a fireinto the houte of Hazel, and denour the 
palaces of Zenhadad; and why © becauſe they were not ſatished 

with the overthrow of the Gileadites their enemies , but further 

withour all compaſi:on to wreake their wrath vpon them , they 
threſhed G:/ead and that with threſhing inſtruments of iron. Like- 

wilein the{econd chap. * God threatens to deſtroy the Moabites, * y,r, 2. 
and that they ſhall die with ſhouting, & with the ſound of a trum- 

pet , becauſe they were not contented onely to ſpoile the Edo- 

mites, though they were nor theirs onely, bur Gods enemies, 

bur to fatisfietheir rage and malice, they burnt the bones of the 

king of Edom into lime. "This is that which God 'ſo earneſtly re- > 
prooues inthe Edomites, in the prophelie of Obadiah *', & threa- * v.10.2416, 
tens for this cauſe to cutthem oft for ever. Thou ſhouldeſt not 

haue beholden the day of thy brother when he was made a ſtran- 
ger,thou ſhouldeſt not haue reioiced in the Cay oftheir deſtrutti- 

on, nor haue ſpoken proudly in the day of affliftion, neither 
ſhouldſt thou haue looked on their afictionin the day of their 
deftruQion;bur as thou halt done, it ſhall be done to thee,thy re- 

ward ſhall be vpon thine owne head. 

I might adde heereto a further iudgement of God, mentioned 
in the Apoſtle, * Whoſoeuer hateth his brother isa manllayer, & 8 ; Joh.3.15. 
yee know that no manllayer hath eternall life abiding in him. But 
hauing ſpoken thus inuch concerning that brotierly charitie and 
peace which wee ought to have one towards another , I would 
gladly adde ſomewhart of that peace, which we all tointly owe vn+ 
to the Church of God. 

Of chis peacethe prophet Dawidfaith *, O pray for the peace * PCrz2.6.7, 
of Ieruſalem, they ſhall proſper that loue thee,Peace be within thy 
wals. Ofthis the Apoſtle {aith*, I beſeech you marke them dili- * Rom.16, 
gently which cauſe divifion and oftences contrary to the doGtrine 77-15 
which yee haue receiued, and auoid them, forthey that are ſuch 
ſerue not the Lord Ieſus , for * God is notthe authour of diuif- 
on,but of peace in ail cnurcnes. 

Ofthis Dsony/iu5 thar ancient Biſhop excellently writ to Nowa- 
tus, when hee began his ſchiſme, as you may ſce in his cpiſtle ſet 
downe by Ewſcbixz: in his 6.booke _ 44. chap. If you Newatue 

have 
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have gone vnvillingiy{as you prereng) from the Church, ſhew it 
by your voluntary an4 w1liing returning to the Church againe. 
Oportebat quidems mh\l non ferre n: eccleſia Dei ſeinderes,you ſhould 
have borne with whatſoever, ra:her then have made a rentin the 
Church of God. lt is a more glorious martyrdome to ſuffer for a- 
voiding a fchiſme, then for auoiding the finne of Idolatry. Inthe 
one you ſuffer martyrdome bur for oneſoule, in the other you 
ſuffer for the whole Charch of God. Thus ſaid Diony/ius, Of this 
Gregorie Aazrianzen was lo ſtudious and zealous, that when the 
Church at Conſtantinople began ro be diuided , as he ſuppoſed by 
occaſion that he poſleſſed that fea, he openly ſaid, and his ſpeech 
was much more commendable then his fa&t,S; propter me r/?a rem- 
peſtas, If this ſtirre and tempeſt be for my ſake, rake me,& caſt me 
into the ſea,that the ſtorme may ceaſc,and the Church may enioy 
her calme,as Ksjfinu reports in his 2. booke & 9. chap. Tothis S. 
Cyprian at large perſwaded in his booke de wnrtare eccleſie: Letno 
man think, faith he,thatrhe good will depart fromthe Church 3 
Triticum non rapit venus, ſedpaleas : It 1s not wheate bur chaſte 
which the winde blowes away. Thoſe can neuer abide in God, 
that will not abidein the vnitie of the Church of God. Though 
ſach giue their bodies to be burned, or to be deuoured of wilde 
beaſts, Nov eff illa corona fidei,ſed pena perfidie, That is no crowne 
of their faith , bura puniſhment for their perfidiouſnefic : Occidi 
tals poteſt,coronars non poteſt:A man may happily be killed, but ne- 
ner crowned in a ſchiſme. Ofthis Aſarrrars, though no good 
biſhop, moſt paſſionately ſaid, when Sabbatira whom he had for- 
merly ordained Preſbyter,began to make a tumvlr and diuifion in 
the Church, Iſsl:a ſari frrſſet, It had beene much better, and I 
wiſh rather I had laid my hands vponthornes then impoted them 
vpon the head of this croublelome Sabbatiza,as Socrares relates in 
his 5.booke and 20.chap. For preſcruing this peace Po/ycarp and 
other ancient biſhops were ſo carefull , that thovgh they differed 
-.,,, iniudgementabout ſomerites and ſmaller matters, yetneuer tor 
that cauſe would they breake the vnitie of the Church, or make a 
ſeparation one from another,as Zx/eb: declares in his 5. booke 
and 2;3.chap. Frinolum enim & quidem merito indicarunt conſuctudi- 
nu gratia a ſe mutuo ſegregars eos, quiinprecipins religiones capiti- 
bus conſentirant Jaith Zozemen in his 7.booke,and 19.chap.ſpeak- 
ing

ing of Polycarp and Vitor, They indged u friuolous and childiſh, 
and indeed not withour caufs, ro diiagree and make a ſeparation 
for cuſtomes & ceremonies, when they did agree in the ſubſtance 
& chiefe points of Religion. For this S. Auſten fo earneſtly pleads 
(beſides many other places) rhorowout his whole 7, bookes, De 
Bapts/mo contra Donatitas, that I ſuppoſe the diligent perulall of 
thoſe bookes would eafily perlwade a man that is nor too much 
led with a partiall or {eite conceir,to do much, and to ſuffer much 
more for the vnitic and peace of the Church ; of which hee thus 
! faith, Ommie bono pact & wnitatts efſe toleranda, That all things t ,, 6... 
muſt be borne with for peace & vnities ſake ; & cauſe him everto 
ſhan yea deteſt arent or {chiſme in the church:of which he againe 
faith, and prooues it in his 2.booke and 8.chap. That the finne of 
ſchiſmeis more hainous,then is the ſin of Idolatry: and more per- 
emptorily in his 1. booke contra epift. Parmen. 4. chap.ſacrilegiuns 
ſehiſmatu omnia ſcclera ſupergreditur,there is no lin, no ſacriledge, 
nor robbery ſo great, as is this, to rob Gods Chuch of her ynrie 
and peace. | 
But becauſe I haſten to ſay ſomwhart of the other points which 
remaine, I will not go forward in this fo large and ſpatiousa field, 
but conclude this whole point of peace, partly with thoſe words 
of our Sauiour,” Hare ſalt in your ſelues, and hane peace one towards =Mark.g.50. 
another, partly with the words ofthe Apoltie ©, Finally brethren * 2.Cor.t3. 
fare yee well,be of one mind,& liuc in peace,and the God of loue *"+ 
and peace ſhall be with you. Andthis be ſpoken of thetitle thar 
1s here giuen to God, that heis called, The very God of peace. 
Santtiſie you throughont,that your whole ſpirit,and ſoule and bodie 
may be krpt blameleſſe.] The maner of our ſandtification (which 
was the third generall point I propoled)is heere fer downe, which 
is, that it muſt betorall,and intire, that both opr vaderftanding & 
reaſon, which is meant by the ſpiritz and our will and affeRions , 
which are meant by the ſoule;and our externall and ourward aRi- 
ons, which are meant by the body , may all be holy , and fo wee 
whollie ſan&ified inthe fight of God. By which integririe of ſan- 
Aificarion, the Apoſtle meanes not any ſuch perfcRion of ſan- 
tirie as is voide of all finne ; for the Scripture euerie where doth 
witnefle, that no ſuch ſanRitie is to be expeRed or hoped for, 
while we carry about theſe bodies of finne. The Apoſtles confeſſe 
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plainly of themſelues, and ſuch as are moſt righteous 1n this lifes 
In * many things we finneall ; Andif ” weſay wehave no finne, 
we make God a lyar,and his word is not in vs. This was the pre- 
rogative of Chritt alone, that he knew 1no finne, and in allrhings 
* he was tempted like vs, finze onely excepred : Of whom S. Au-* 
ſten faith ©, ſhathee was therefore prefigured by the ſpotlefle 
lambe, to figntfie chat he alone ſhould be without all ſpot of fin, 
ro healcall our fins , So/us im homimibur, quale quarebatur in pecors- 
bus : He onely among men was ſuch as they fought among the 
bealts, that1s, without ſpot and hlemiſh. Burof all other beſides 
him, the Scripturcſaith © , All wee like ſheepe have gone aſtraie, 
and the Lord hatch laide vpon him the iniquitie of vs all. And a- 
eaine, * the Scripture hath concluded all vnder finne, for * all 
haue ſinned, and are depriucd of the glory of God . Nemo mun- 
dnusa reccatu, fanhs. lerome ! , againſt Iouinian, rec ſi vnines qui» 
dem diet fuerit vita eins: None 15 cleane from finne , no not 
though he live but one day vponthe earth. AndS. Bernard in his 
2 3. ſermon vpon the Canric, moſt ſignificantly ſaith , Non peccare 
Dei inft1tia, hominss inftitia indulgentia Der, notto tinne is Gods 
juſtice, to haue pardon of finne is mans iuſtice., 

It was one herefie of the Pelagians; as S. Auſten ſhewes in his 
booke, De hereſibus ad quod wnlt.her.88. and in his booke De bo- 
no perſen.5.chap. that the iuſtin this life are voide of all ſinne, and 
withouc ſpot or wrinckle ; which ercour of theirs S, Auſten almoft 
every where refels, but ſpecially in his books Covrra du epiſt. Pe- 
lag.in the firſt whereof, and 14. chap. he faith, Alt: fideles ſunt 
fine Crimine, fine peccato auterm dArxerim neminem : Many god [ y and 
faithtull men doe live withour crime, ( ſo did Zacharic and Eliza- 
beth, as he elſewhere * declares) but without fnne not any: which 
diſtinction he againe repeats and explains in his Fn hy, ad Lanr, 
64.chap.and in the third booke,and 7.chap. VVe call (ſaith hee) 
the vertnes of juſt men perteSt in ſich ſorr that there belongs vn- 
to their perfeRtion, /pſinr imperfeftionrs & in veritate copnitio, | in 
humilitate confeſſio, Both the knowledge and acknowledgement 
of our owne imperfection. And therefore in his 9, booke of Cox- 
fefſions,& 13, ch. Ve erram laudabilivite homn# i remota miſericor- 
dia diſcutrz eam. Vo be,ſaith he,enen to beſt & moſt pratſe-wor- 
thy life of man iſthou ſhalt examineit in iuſtice,& not in mercy.
